lecture at Concordia 


Montreal, Quebec, October 25, 1979 -- Thomas E. Maresca, 
professor of eighteenth-century literature at the State University 
of New York at Stony Brook (SUNY), will be the fifth in a series of 


seven contemporary writers and scholars to speak at Concordia University. 


Dr. Maresca's lecture, entitled "The 111-Wrought Artifact: 
The Mock Epic of the Novel", will be held November 9 at 8 p.m. in the 
Vanier Library Auditorium, at 7141 Sherbrooke Street West. It is 
free and open to the public. 


Among Dr. Maresca's many publications are Epic to Novel, 
published by Ohio State University Press in 1974 and Three English Epics, 


studies of Troilus and Criseyde, The Faerie Queene, and Paradise Lost, 
published by University of Nebraska Press this fall. 


Dr. Maresca has been a professor of English at SUNY since 1968 
and is the recipient of many prestigious awards, including the President's 
Fellowship, the Bissing Fellowship and the Postdoctoral Research Fellow- 
ship, all from John Hopkins University. His teachings have included 
graduate courses in Pope, Spenser and Milton and Classical Literature 
in Translation, as well as undergraduate courses in Shakespeare and the 


eighteenth-century novel.
